The five highest scores per event comprise 
the cumulative team total Top teams score above 195 out ofa perfect score 
of 20, 


Each routine has a start value of 9.5, In oder to each a maximum start 
‘ale of 10.0, the gymnast must eam bonus points fr dificult skis and 
combination. Te dificult of ils ar ranked from A, with"E’ being the 
‘mast dificult. A“D" skill is worth one-tenth of bonus point, while an“E™ 
clementis wort two-tenths of bonus. The gymnast also receives bonus for 
performing a connection of sills, called combination bonus

Deductions are taken for technical eros in four phases: the approach, contact 
‘with the vaulting table, height and distance from the table, and the landing 
Specific deductions include up to 05 for body poston faults, 0.1-0.4for steps 
‘on the landing, and upto 0.3 for an off-center landing. Additonal, the coach 
assists the athlete at anytime during the vault, the athlete wil receive a score of

tame Hawkeye was originally the name ofthe heroin the Fictional novel, The Last ofthe Mohicans, 
‘writen by James Fenimore Cooper. Cooper had the Delaware Indians bestow the name on a white 


scout who lived with them. 


In 1838, 12yearsafter the book was published, people inthe terior of lowa acquired the 
nickname, chiefly through te efforts of udge David Rorrof Burlington and James Edwards of 
Fort Madison. 


Edwards, editor ofthe Fort Madison Patriot, moved his paper to Burlington in 1843 and renamed 
f it the Burington Haweye. The two men continued their campaign to popularize the name, and 
tential officals eventually gaveit their formal approval. 


“The Hawkeye niciname gained a tangible symbol in 1948 when a cartoon character ater to 
‘be named Herky the Havvkeye was hatched. The creator was Richard Spencer Il instructor of 
joumalism atlowa, 


Theimpish Hawk was an immediate hit and acquired a name through statewide contest 
staged by the athletic department Jon Franklin, a Bel Plane alumnus was the man who 
suggested Hert. 


Since hisbirth moe than 45 years ago, Herky has symbolized Iowa athletes and epitomized 
University if. He even donned military uniform during the Korean War and became the 
insignia ofthe 124th Fighter Squadron. 


During the mid-1950s Herky came to life ata football game asthe lowa mascot. Since that 
time, Hetky has been familiar igure at lowa athletics evens, 
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
